[Text] It is well-known how the short-lived sensational 
story ended concerning the unidentified flying object 
that was recently reported to have landed near Moscow: 
Unprejudiced investigations produced a perfectly pro- 
saic explanation, namely the combustion of a large 
amount of dry grass. We would not mention this attempt 
to make up for the summer shortage of interesting news 
with a fabricated story, if the danger had not recently 
arisen of similar “launching areas** also appearing in the 
6elds of Bulgaria. 

Delays are occurring in collecting the straw from har- 
Acst^ fields, and because in many areas thiy ha« begun 
to hinder the timely oomMetion <^the basic toil cultiva- 
tion operations, it is no wonder that obtain leaderships 
may tempttri “to put a match to it,** without wasting 
mpy time in thinking of the existing categorical prohibi- 
tion <m this. It is imt superfluous to remind CHirsdves 
that though piMiibitions may wdl exist, violations of 
tiiese prohibition exist as well. 

Tlie lowest percentages of straw have been ocdlected in 
Sofia, Razpad, Burgas, and Mikhajdovgrad Oblasts 
(betwcOT 36 and 45 percmt). Marked differences can be 
noted in the way the different municipalities are carrying 
owt this agricultural task. Whereas a few days ago Vriiko 
Turnovo Municipality had completed 97 percent of this 
task, and Lorn Municii»lity had collected the straw from 
86 pe^nt of the harvested fidds, Mikhaylovgrad 
Municipality had only completed one-third of the work.
